NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi the 19th March, 1993 

G.S.R. 292 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 457 of Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 
1958) and in supersession of the Merchant Shipping (Continuous Discharge Certificates) Rules, 1960, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules, namely,:— 

1. Short Title, Application and Commencement:—(1) These rules may be called the Merchant Shipping 
(Continuous Discharge Certificate) Rules, 1993. 

(2) They shall apply to seamen engaged on ships, (including offshore vessels or vessels plying between main¬ 
land and Andaman and Nicobar Islands etc.) other than Home Trade Ships of lessthan 200 tons gross. 

(3) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions—Tn these rules,— 

(a) “Act” means the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958) 

(b) “C.D.C.” means a Continuous Discharge Certificate or Continuous Certificate of Discharge: 

(c) “Form” means a form appended to these rules; 

(d) “Shipping Master” means a Shipping Master of a port appointed under sub-section (1) of section 11 of the 
Act. 

3. Application for C.D.C.—~(t) Any person who fulfills all the eligibility conditions as specified in these rules, 
may apply to the Shipping Master for the issue of a C.D.C. 

(2) Every such application shall be accompained by two copies of the applicant’s photograph and also a de¬ 
claration that a C.D.C. has not previously been issued to the applicant. 


4. Eligibility conditions for seamen other than Certificated Officers.—(1) The applicant should be a citizen 


of India;

(i) For deck and engine trainees 

(ii) For other categories [Bhandary, Bhandary 
Mate, Utility Steward, Utility hand (Deck &

(4) Medical'Fitness: The applicant should possess a certificate in the prescribed form issued under Merchant 
Shipping (Medical Examination) Rules, 1986, to the effect that he is medically fit to be employed on ships; 


(5) An applicant selected as a rating by the Selection Committee constituted by the Seamen’s Employment 
Board for the category of Deck and Engine are required to undergo pre-sea training course as approved by the Direc¬ 
tor General of Shipping and conducted by the Government approved/recognised training establishments. 

OR 


(6) An applicant who is given employment on a compassionate ground by the Director General of Shipping. 

(7) An applicant shall not hold any C.D.C. issued earlier by any Shipping Master in India. 

5. Eligibility for Certificated Officers.—An Indian citizen who is in possession of a valid certificate of compe¬ 
tency issued under section 78 of the Act or a certificate recognised under section 85 of the" Act is eligible to request 
for issue of a GD.C., provided he is engaged on a ship in accordance with the provisions of the Act. 


6. Issue of C.D.C.—(1) The Shipping Master shall, after the descriptive particulars of the applicant have been 
entered in and the photograph affixed to the C.D.C., affix his signatureand official seal on the photograph and issue the 
same to the applicant, fulfilling all the conditions laid down in rule 4. 

(2) A C.D.C. issued under these rules shall be in Form-1 and shall be serially numbered. It shall also bear 
the name of the port of issue and the distinguishing code letters of the port as specified in the Annexure to these rules. 

7. Register qf C.D.Cs.—(1) The Shipping Master shall maintain a register of C.D.Cs issued to seamen from 
his port, in Form-2, which shall contain all the particulats recorded in the C.D.C. 

(2) All subsequent entries in the C.D.Cs issued from the port shall also be recorded in the said Register. 

8. Period of Validity.—A C.D.C. granted under these rules shall be valid for a period of five years and may be 
revalidated on expiry, on a request from the holder, for a further period up to five years at a time if the holder is a 
serving Seaman and his C.D.C. has not been cancelled, withdrawn or suspended under these rule?'. 

9. Report of desertion etc.—For the purposes of seciton 192 of the Act, the proper officer Shall be the Shipping 
Master. 

10. Cancellation or suspension of a C.D.C.—(I) Where on a report received by him the Director General is 
satisfied that a Seaman has deserted his ship in the circumstances specified in section 192 or that he has been convicted 
of an offence of the nature referred to in sub section (2) of section 195 of the Act, the Director General of Shipping 
may direct the Shipping Master, who issued the C.D.C., to withhold or suspend for a specified period or cancel it. 

(2) If a Seaman lawfully engaged is guilty of an offence of committing any of the acts mentioned in section 
194 of the Act or is convicted of an offence under any other law for the time being in force, the Director General 
may direct that the Seamen’s C.D.C. shall be cancelled or shall be withheld or suspended for such period as may be 
specified in the direction. 

(3) Before cancellation or suspension or to withhold the C.D.C., the C.D.C. holder shall be given an opportu¬ 
nity to represent his case before the Shipping Master. Shipping Master shall also intimate the reasons of withholding 
cancellation/suspension to the C.D.C. holders if the same is decided upon. 

(4) Any person aggrieved by any order of Shipping Master for cancellation, suspension or withholding of the 

-C.D.C., he may, within 60 days of receipt of such order by him, appeal to the Director General of Shipping and the 
decision of the Director General of Shipping on such appeal shall be final. ~ 

11. Issue of Restricted C.D.C.—A C.D.C. issued to a person at the specific request of a Shipping Company, 
shall be valid for service only on vessels ofthe said Company. Such C.D.C. shall be ft turne d to the Shipping MaSte 
by the said Shipping Company as soon as the holderceases to be anemployee of the Company. In the event of non¬ 
receipt of such C.D.C. by the Shipping Master/he shall cancel the C.D.C. of the said employee. .

13. C.D.C. not to be issued in certain cases.—(l)No C.D.C. shall be issued to a seaman under these rules whose 
application has b^en rejected by a Shipping Master of one port and the same applicant is applying to the Shipping 
Master of an other port supressing the fact. 

(2) Where the request for the issue of C.DtC. is rejected* the. reasons for the same shall he intimated to the 
pirsons concerned and a copy of the order should e endorsed to all other Shipping Masters and the Direct^ General 
of Shipping. 

14. Duplicate C.D.C.—Where a C.D.C. of a serving seaman issued undiet these rules is mislqids test, destroyed-, 
difacesd or mutilated, the seamaa concerned may apply to the Shipping Master of the port concerned to issue a 
duplicate copy of the C.D.C. with all entries of previous voyages or a summary of these recorded these in. 

15. Returns of C.D.C—Every Shipping Master shall, at the beginning of each, quarter furnish to. the P.irc ctxr 
General a return in Farm-3 offbe number of C.D-Cs issued to seamen from his port during the previous quarte r- 

16. Entry on Discharge.—(1) At the time of discharge, the seaman’s all, if he so desires, be granted by. the 
Master of the ship on which he has been serving an entry in the C.D.C. specifying the particulars referred to in 
sub-se jtion (2) of section 120 of the Act. 

(2) The entries made in the C.D.C. shall b 2 attested by the Shipping Master of the port of discharge, and 
thjre after the C.p.C. shall be returned to the seaman concerned. 

17. Certificates of Discharge:—(1) A seaman may apply to the Shipping Master of port qf the issue to him. 
of a certificate of discharge applicable for any specified voyage instead of a C.D.C. 

(2) The certificate ofdisc barge referred to in sub-rule (I) shall be inform-4.. 

(3) Thj provisions of rules (9) and (10) shall apply to certificates of discharge issued under this, rqk.
